Each actor or actress performed 
capably his difficult role. The seventeen members of the cast were on the 
stage during most of its three acts. To act and react while one has little to 
say requires skill and training. This our actors possessed. In their 
individual roles and as a co-operating unit the cast outdid themselves. 
Their co-operation lived up to the renown of Scona for school spirit. 


The programs must not be overlooked. These were the most attractive 
Scona has ever used. Suffice to say they were treasured by most members 
of the cast and many of the audience. Very few programs became darts, 
as is often the custom at high school productions. The soft blue and grey 
dappled background with red letters, carried out the motif of the stage sets. 


The stage sets were but one of the many pleasant features of the 
production. Add to this the colorful costumes of the girls, who were 
dressed in formal evening gowns, the attractive properties, the delightful 
stage groupings, and competent direction, it is not difficult to understand 
why Scona is proud of the year play. To mention each member of the 
production staff as each deserves would take too much space here, but 
they are no.less deserving than the actors. In any production there are no 
unimportant jobs. Each member must have fulfilled his task capably, for 
there were no apparent errors. 


Among the interesting visitors backstage after the show, was the 
Editor of Chatelaine, who took pictures which we hope to see published. 
The director of the play from the University of Manitoba as well as his 
cast attended a dress rehearsal. Their high praise boosted the morale of 
the cast and stage crew.
